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COMMODORE SENDS UNIQUE CHRISTMAS 
GREETINGS TO C= 64 DEALERS 


Commodore's "software gnomes" worked hard this Christmas to come up 
with a holiday demonstration disk which displays the full graphics and 
music synthesis capabilities of the COMMODORE 64 computer. 


The COMMODORE 64, a 64K color computer which retails for $595, is one 
of the industry's "hottest" new computers. Commodore has already received 
orders for "tens of thousands" of COMMODORE 64's, which sold over 65,000 
units since it was introduced in September (1982). 


Leon Harris, president of Commodore's personal computing division, 
said the holiday demo is the second Commodore 64 demonstration disk mailed 
to dealers in less than a month: "We're trying to give our dealers the 
best demonstration materfals available. That means creating lively, 
animated programs that get the sales message across quickly and 
effectively." 


"This is especially important during the holidays, when the store's 
sales force is strained by the high traffic which leaves less time for 
individual demonstrations. Good demonstration programs help the computer 
sell itself by giving a thorough overview of the computer's capabilities 
to a larger number of customers. 
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During Christmas, most stores. are crowded.. How do you position a 
sales person so the customer's view isn't blocked? How do you demonstrate 
the same capabilities over and over without getting combat fatigue? How 
do you show the visual and musical differerice between different systems 
without stationing a sales person at each computer? And how does a part- 
time salesperson cope with that seasonal flood of questions about bits, 
bytes, RAM, ROM, and more? 

"Demonstration disks can go a long way toward solving these problems. 
Demo disks can be programmed to repeat the demonstration over and over and 
ean include interactions. with the customer which a videotape can't 
provide." 


Stepher Murri, of the: Commodore software department, said, "The new. 
demonstration disk has really had a terrific response from the 
marketplace. People are awed by it. The demonstration includes a 
spectacular display of the 64's built-in music synthesis and animation 
capabilities. For example, to the tune of "Frosty The Snowman", Frosty 
and two children dance while snow falls. And, the display ends as the 
COMMODORE 64 plays a Johann Sebastian Bach tune." 


The holiday demo program: effectively uses all. 64K of memory and is 
written in machine language for maximum speed and efficiency. Murri. was’ 
aided in the creation of the demo. disk with music synthesis programmed by 
a Ph. D. cadidate from North Texas State University. The screens and 
sprites were developed by a graphic artist who has only recently begun 
working with computers. 


The disk was mailed to Commodore dealers in mid-November and will be 
on display in computer stores throughout the holiday season.
